As well as bring principal guest 
conductor for the BBC Singers, he 
has conducted many other leading 
choirs in their field, including the 
World Youth Choir.

at King’s Junior School, who 
organised the concert, said: “The 
event was fantastic. We are so 
grateful to Bob for coming to 
launch the choral day - not only 
were the children able to sing as 
part of such a large choir and in 
the beautiful setting of the 
cathedral, but they had the 
support from Bob, the original 
composer of what they were 
singing.”

SUPERMARKET giant Tesco 
has backed out of plans to 
expand its Ely store for a sec¬ 
ond time. 

Proposals for a 525 square 
metre extension to the Angel 
Drove site, which had been met 
with widespread opposition 
from the local community, have 
been withdrawn. 

East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee was set to 
make a decision on the expansion last 
Wednesday. 

But the multi-billion pound company 
emailed the council that day to say it 
was withdrawing the plans. 

It is the second time Tesco has pulled 
out of expanding its Ely site. Proposals 
were withdrawn in June 2008 following 
speculation that Aldi was due to open 
up in the city. 

Will Burton, a spokesman for the Ely 
Traders’ Association, told the Weekly 
News he was “gob-smacked” by the 
decision. 

He said: “I just do not know what 
Tesco is up to - it is strange for such an 
astute company to be messing around 
with things so much. 

“I am gob-smacked it has done this 
again but it is good news for all the 
residents and businesses who do not 
want the extension to go ahead. 

“It seems to me that it is hiding 
something and trying to slip it by until 
the last minute.” 

The scheme had been recommended 
for refusal because of concerns about 
congestion and fears it would draw 
shoppers away from the city centre.

CRAFTSMEN are demanding a 
revamp of Ely’s Saturday market to 
save their trades from dying out in the 
city 

The Crafts and Curiosities Market was set up 
to offer residents and tourists something 
different at the weekends. 

For years, it has seen collectors and highly- 
skilled people from across the area flock to the 
Market Square with fine crafts, antiques and 
other collectable items on sale. 

There was a clear distinction between the 
collectors’ market and the city’s general 
market, which sells everything from fruit and 
vegetables to discounted household products 
every Thursday 

But traders who run crafts and antique stalls 
on the Saturday market say there has been a 
massive increase in general market stallholders 
over the past two years. They are now 
demanding action from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC), which runs the mar¬ 
kets, to bring back the “uniqueness” of the 
original arts-crafts market. 

Sukie Meldon, from Littleport, makes 
unusual glass jewellery and sells it at the 
Saturday market. 

She said: “I have been in the Ely area for 10 
years now and the crafts market used to be a 
quirky place for tourists, families and residents 
to visit. 

“Today the picture is much different, as 
general market stall holders have been allowed 
to creep on to sell their items. 

“Craftsmen and other skilled market 
stallholders are now suffering because the 
other stalls seem to be taking over. 

“They are attracting the same people that 
come on a Thursday and that was not the aim of 
the Saturday market - its uniqueness seems to 
have disappeared and we need that changing.” 

The problems have come about after ECDC 
decided to allow some general market stall 
holders to run on Thursdays and Saturdays 
about two years ago. 

According to Elaine Griffin-Singh, chairman 
of the Ely Traders’ Association, this decision is 
now “killing” the arts and crafts trade in the 
city 

She said: “The market used to attract people 
specifically looking for collectables, now we get 
people buying vegetables and cleaning 
products. 

“Someone at the council needs to stand up 
and run these markets as they used to be run - 
one for everyday products, one for unique 
products.” 

But Tracey Harding, the council’s tourism 
and town centre team leader, said it was not 
aware there was an issue. 

She said: “The city’s markets are an area we 
are reviewing and we are currently in 
consultation about how their vibrancy and 
vitality could be enhanced. 

“As far as we are concerned the mixture of 
stalls has always complemented each other and 
been a keen draw for people into Ely”

A district council 
spokesman said the 
authority had not 
been told why the 
company had with¬ 
drawn the plans. 

He said: “On Tues¬ 
day we were asked to 
defer dealing with the 
extension plans to 


another planning 
committee meeting. 

“But once the 
agenda has been set it 
is up to the committee 
to decide whether it 
can be moved. 

“Before the comm¬ 
ittee met on Wed¬ 
nesday though, Tesco 
sent an email to say it 


wanted to withdraw 
the plans. 

“We have not been 
told why it made this 
decision and it would 
be pure speculation to 
suggest what the 
reasons were.” 

Tesco was unavail¬ 
able for comment.

The Weekly News reported 
last week that the lay-by next 
to Ely High Bridge, and 
another one, known as the 
Crooked Drain stop near 
Barway, could close to the 
public this year.

Council’s highway chiefs say 
both of the stops must be 
axed, saying one is an “acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen” and 
the other is beyond repair. 

But Mr Paice says the 
council “should not make a 
premature decision until all 
options have been invest¬ 
igated”. 

He added: “Now is the time 
for someone to get a grip of 
the issue and find a solution 
in the interests of road users. 

“I know that road safety 
must be paramount but I do 
not believe these lay-bys 
should be closed.”

Rape case delayed 


A CAMBRIDGE man accused 
of raping two teenage girls in 
Littleport has had his court 
case delayed. 

Martin Abbs, 30, of Haz¬ 
elwood Close, is accused of 
nine counts of rape and one 
of aggravated burglary at a 
family home in the village on 
November 13. 

He was due to enter a plea 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
on Monday alongside Gary 
Smith, 26, of Carlton Way, 


Cambridge, and a 16-year-old 
boy, of Littleport, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons. 

Smith faces a charge of 
aggravated burglary and 
actual bodily harm and the 
teenager faces two counts of 
actual bodily harm and one 
of aggravated burglary, all as 
part of the same incident. 

But the plea and case man¬ 
agement hearing has been 
adjourned until March 6. The 
three remain on remand.

money to go ahead with this project for 
ages. 

“So many people of all ages have told 
us that the park is too scary to go into 
at night, or even walk through, 
because there is no lighting - it is 
completely dark. 

“We hope that with low-levelled solar 
panel lights from The Porta to Broad 
Street, running through the park, we 
will transform it from an out of 
bounds area into somewhere where 
people are not scared to go. 

“The next stage is to organise what 
lights we would like to use and then get 
planning permission to install them.”

“They are concerned about issues in 
Ely and this is one of them - it is too 
scary for people to walk through at 
night because it is always pitch-black 
and it is a cycle route, so it should be lit 
up. 

“It is brilliant that the district 
council has awarded funding for the 
scheme and moved it on a step.”

Is the future growth of our 
city really a fait accompli? 


Sir, Cllr Jackie Petts 
(Masterplan should make Ely 
worthy of its historic heart - 
Ely Weekly News letters, 
January 29) is right to say that 
I asked in my letter of the 
previous edition why Ely needs 
a masterplan for growth. 

Any responsible citizen is 
grateful to councillors who 
give up their time to make 
plans for our city’s future, but 
we only ask that they do it with 
the caution and realism that 
we are all having to exercise in 
these difficult times. 

The masterplan, which was 
found to be flawed last 
summer, had been worked out 
several months before, 
without, perhaps, sufficient 
consultation with enough local 
people, many of whom are all 
too keenly aware of what she 
herself describes as the 
“opportunistic development 


imposed on us by 
Government, that 
overwhelmed previous 
councils and which is surely 
evidence enough that Ely 
needs legal protection from 
further abuse”. 

But a revision of that original 
masterplan, which still requires 
Ely to grow still more and fails 
to take into account the 
economic events of the last six 
months, is surely even more 
out of date. 

Cllr Petts regards the opposite 
of “growth” as “stagnation and 
decay”. Many of us would say 
that more suitable alternatives 
are “preservation and 
conservation”. 

Proper civic pride which 
wishes to hand on a fine city 
to future generations would be 
requiring a period of 
consolidation and imaginative 
preservation - for example, of 


the Court House. 

Even since last Christmas, 
gaps have appeared on our 
main city streets where 
prosperous enterprises used 
to be. 

It is surely unwise to plan for 
further expansion until our 
council has done all within its 
legal powers to facilitate a 
vibrant heart to our city. 

But are we really being 
consulted, or is a “masterplan 
for growth” a foregone 
conclusion? 

In the Ely Weekly News of the 
last two weeks, an 
advertisement has appeared 
under the heading East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council for “appropriately 
qualified and experienced 
consultants to develop an 
infrastructure investment 
strategy for the district”. 

It goes on to say that “the 


district is set to experience 
significant housing and 
employment growth during 
the period to 2025 and 
beyond”. 

Well, maybe it was and 
possibly, some would hope, it 
still is. But as Jeremy Friend- 
Smith has said recently: 
“Having consulted, it is up to 
the council to listen and not 
impose up to 5,000 new 
houses on an unwilling 
electorate.” 

Note the phrase in the 
advertisement “set to”. Does 
that really reassure us that our 
council is listening and is 
prepared to reconsider in the 
light of recent unprecedented 
national and global events?

Homes will bring problems 


Sir, It is clear from the recent 
letter you have published from 
Cllr Petts that she and her 
Conservative colleagues on 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council are still determined to 
foist their own particular 
“vision” on Ely over the next 
two decades, whether the 
people of Ely like it or not. 

The lessons of the original 
masterplan seem to have 
been lost on them. 

Despite a recent council 
telephone consultation on the 
new masterplan, showing that 
only 16 per cent of 
respondents supported 
further growth in Ely, the 
Conservatives on the district 
council are still insisting on 
pushing ahead with a massive 
expansion of housing - up to 
5,000 - in Ely, well above 
Government imposed targets, 
and claiming this is the only 
way to achieve a country park, 
new leisure facilities and an 
Ely southern bypass, among 
other things. 

However, most of these are 
already achievable with the 
limited housing growth 


already included in the current 
Local Development 
Framework, with work already 
started on plans for a country 
park and new leisure facilities. 
The southern bypass, 
meanwhile, is entirely 
dependent on Government 
funding that it is unlikely ever 
to receive: it has been turned 
down by the Government 
twice, nearly doubled in cost 
and just last December was 
singled out by East of England 
Regional Assembly 
consultants as being “a poor 
fit” for Government policy. It 
will not be made any more 
likely by a massive increase in 
housing in northern Ely, so 
extensive that it will swallow 
up the hamlet of Chettisham. 

It is therefore questionable 
what the Toy plans would 
actually achieve. 

While a larger population 
might, admittedly, increase 
the choice of shops, the 
accompanying increases in 
traffic, congestion, loss of 
green space and demand for 
services obviously outweigh 
this. 


The only real beneficiaries 
would be land-owners and 
property developers. 

Ely badly needs policies to 
improve its infrastructure and 
public transport, that reduce 
traffic congestion and create 
more green spaces, including 
nature reserves. These are 
firmly within the remit of local 
government. 

But, while councils may wish 
to encourage a greater choice 
of shops and more local 
employment opportunities, 
they must accept that this is 
largely within the remit of the 
free market, that they cannot 
be imposed and that it is 
definitely not a council’s job to 
simply work on the basis that 
the bigger the population the 
more shops and jobs there 
will be: this ignores the fact 
that a larger population will 
bring its own problems.

MULTI-MILLION 
pound plans for a 
massive nature res¬ 
erve and cycle route 
near Ely have mov¬ 
ed forward. 

The Wicken Fen Vis¬ 
ion aims to transform 22 
square miles of former 
wetlands between Cam¬ 
bridge and Soham into a 
haven for wildlife, local 
people and visitors. 

The £2 million project 
has been at the centre of 
controversy during the 
last year, with landown¬ 
ers criticising the trans¬ 
formation of prime 
farmland into a “jun¬ 
gle”. 

Planning chiefs have 
also reserved their sup¬ 
port for the vision until 
further consultation has 
been carried out. 

But sustainable trans¬ 
port charity Sustrans 
and its Connect2 partner 
the National Trust sign¬ 
ed the agreement for the 
project’s walking and 
cycling network last 
week. 

The Memorandum of 
Understanding agree¬ 
ment pledges £600,000 
from the charity’s lott¬ 
ery awards to complete 
the network of traffic- 



free paths and quiet 
roads, connecting the 
city to the countryside 
for walkers and cyclists. 

Chris Soans, Wicken 
Fen property manager, 
said: “I am pleased that 
we have now secured the 
funding for this very 
important project. 

“It will provide an 
essential link for cyclists 
and walkers alike, and 
will enhance the access 
to a vast area of open 
countryside.” 

The news comes as the 
reserve welcomed high¬ 
land cattle calves Colin 
and Daisy and two konik 
pony foals, Tam and 
Meg. 

Chosen for their rob¬ 
ust, hardy nature, the 
herds of cattle and 
ponies were introduced 


by the National Trust for 
its extensive grazing 
project - helping to 
create a variety of hab¬ 
itats for other species of 
wildlife on the fen. 

Carol Laidlaw, Wicken 
Fen grazing warden, 
said: “Our herds of 
konik ponies and high¬ 
land cattle are an 
integral part of the 
Wicken Fen Vision so we 
are thrilled to welcome 
our new arrivals. 

“They have had to 
survive some harsh 
weather in their first few 
weeks of life but they 
have coped well.” 

Carol will be running 
pony and cattle walks at 
the fen in the spring.

St Mary’s Church, in the city 
centre, needs its roof, clerestory wind¬ 
ows and drainpipes restored, and 
Stretham Windmill, on the gateway 
into Ely from Cambridge, is awaiting 
cap and brickwork repairs. 

East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s strategic development committee 
has now agreed to allocate more than 
£20,000 towards the renovation work. 

St Mary’s Church, which is Grade I 
listed, has been given a £14,550 grant 
by the committee for its much needed 
repairs. It has also been given £5,000 
by the Cambridge Historic Churches 
Trust towards the total cost. 

The Grade II listed windmill, which 
has been converted into a house, has 
been loaned £6,625 to put towards the 
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repairs, which will be surrounded by 
scaffolding while the works take 
place. 

The occupants had applied for more 
than £9,000 to put towards repairing 
the windmill’s much-loved sails but 
the committee refused to fund it, 
saying it had already given them a 
£4,000 grant for the reinstatement of 
the fantail and sails back in 2002. 

Rosemary Burton, conservation 
officer at the district council, said: 
“Both of these buildings are iconic 
landmarks in Ely and are much-loved 
by the public. 

“It is therefore great news that they 
are to be restored and looked after 
with help from council funding.”

CHILDREN are enjoying 
special tours and sneak 
previews of their ever 
growing primary school. 

The Lantern Primary 
School, in Ely, is currently 
undergoing a £2.5 million 
expansion, which will see it 
double in size to cater for 420 
pupils by 2010.

She said: “Footings have 
been dug and the foundations 
and concrete have now been 
laid. 

“The pupils are able to see 
progress on the expansion by 
special peep-holes in the 
boundary fencing which is 
brilliant and the site manager 
and his team regularly take 
groups of them around to 
explain the next stages of the 
building. 

“Another exciting thing will 
be when it is time for the 
bricks to be laid, as we will 
certainly be getting the child¬ 
ren involved then.”

A YOUNG teenager’s

Cambridge colleagues got 
together in 2007 and decided 
that we would like to use our 



expertise and contacts to 
organise a charity ball, with 
the aim of helping local char¬ 
ities, such as CamSight. 

“I was also keen to support 
CLIC Sargent as I had been 
inspired by stories of local lad 
Liam Fairhurst, who has 
touched the hearts of many 
people with his courage and 
bravery in his fight against 
cancer.” 

The black tie ball was the 
brainchild of catering man¬ 
agers from Magdalene, 
Queens’, Lucy Cavendish and 
Robinson colleges.

Avoid tatty 
examples.” 

Most economical version, the 2.0 Tdi, 
has an overall 47.1mpg, and best used 
buy is cited as thel.6i 16v. 

UsedCarExpert.com has a lengthy 17- 
strong checklist, and prices a year 20001.6 
i 16v LS, with no more than 78,000 miles 
on the clock, at around £1,625 to £1,925 

■ Ford Mondeo: “It is around in huge 
numbers - but not necessarily at the 
cheapest prices,” warns Tumbridge. “It 
has lots of engine options - plus, it is 
nice to drive and so easy to own.” 

Most economical model, the 2.0DCi, 
returns 48.7mpg, and best used buy is the 
petrol 1.8. 

There’s 18 fault checks cited on Used 
CarExpert.com, which prices a year 2000 
1.8 LX with 80,000 miles at around £1,775 
to £2,100 after a good haggle.
